Later, Ellsworth inforned Yeir that the concert, because 
of a bomb scare and other factors, had lost money; however, 
because he had committed himself to $40,000, he promised to 
perform other aratuitous services for CIS in order to raise 
the money.

When ELLSWORTH first approached [ about the 

concert, he came as a representative of American World-Wide 
Sound and Music, Inc, (AWSM). thought that AWSM was 
owned by and CIS dealt with AWMS until the 
Constitution Hall concert was held. Subsequent to the 
concert, CIS dealt with Chartmaker Products. Inc., a 
company owned by ELLSWORTH. In fact, the night of the 
concert, CIS received a $7,500.00 check from Chartmaker's. 


Though ELLSWORTH never overtly identified the 
concert with any charitable organizations, he, nevertheless, 
sought the support of those organizations to lend credibility 
to the concert, presumably to induce investors to finance it.

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ELLSWORTH guaranteed that all proceeds from the 
concert would go to CIS, and he estimated that a 
$40,000 minimum would be received. ELLSWORTH had 
guaranteed CIS its $40,000 minimum whether the concert 
was held or not. Though other projects were planned to 
compensate for the deficit incurred by the concert, the concert 
was. the only event proposed by ELLSWORTH which had actually 
been held.

In the contract, 
concert investors were guaranteed 10 percent of the net 
profits which were projected as $20,000,000.00. In negotiating 
the contract, it was acknowledged that the 10 percent 
return was a “better than average recovery." The contract 
prohibited the use of President Carter's name in any 
promotional efforts, and ELLSWORTH signed his name to Lt.
